Many of our Diſſeming Brethren have wery furiouſly atzacked this

have really proved them 10 be ſuch, but perhaps they have thought tben 
#0 be ſo, becauſe they did not exatly agree with the laſt Tranſlation z 
which, by the way, they have as much over-valu'd, as they have under 
wvalu'd this. For tho we muſt own there may be ſome Paſſages which 
a4 are not ſo exailly done in this Old Tranſlation ; ſo we may wuly ſay, 
if one had a mind to be over-Critical, one might, by way of reprizal, |}

Performance in its kind. For it carries, from the beginning to the |} 
end, one groſs Fault, and that is a rendition too nicely literal, which 
makes is Hebrew ſtill, tho* in Engliſh Words, and hardly to be u- |} 
derſtood, without a Paraphraſe. Nay, it almoſt religiouſly follows | 
one of the worſt Verſions, that is, Arias Montanus's Interlinearz | 
wo has only ſpoiled Pagnins, by an affected Preciſeneſs always to |} 
Tiranſtate according tothe firſt and moſt common Senſe of the Hebrew |} 
 Trords. Another Fault the laſt Tranſlators fell into, by not obſero-- |} 
ing the Rule which was given them by the King, viz. That the 
Ordinary Bible, read in Engliſh, commonly called the Biſhop's 
Bible, ſhould be followed, and as little altered as the Origi- 


nal would permit. Now th? Biſhop's Bible (in the Pſalms eſpe-

The Lot is fallen to me in a fair Ground, is intelligi-

Hut one of the oddeſt Verſions of this kind, is that F. Ffal. 18.15. 
I is well known that the Hebrew Aph ſipnifies Noſe, Face, and An- 
ger. Our Old Verſion Tranſlates it well enough, At the bla ſting 
of the Breath of thy, Aph, diſpleaſure. Arius Montanus 
mꝛurns it in bis fanciful way, propter flatum venti tui Naſi, for 
whe blowing of the wind of thy Noſe. his was inteliigible to thoſe © | 
who knew that Noſe in the Hebrew was uſed for a great degree | 
+ of Anger. But our Tranſlators make the bad Verſion of the Interli- | 
near worſe, by changing Noſe into Noſtrils; At the blaſt of the 
pdreath of thy Noſtrils. In which, neither the Hebrew Metaphor 
AIs retained, nor the noble Sublimity of the Poetick Imagery expreſ- 
ſed, but a ſtrange deformed Idea is given of the Deity, whom they in 
this Verſion repreſent as breathing flames out of his Noſtrils, ja(! 
as the Poets uſed to deſcribe their Dragons. Aud indeed miſtakes _ 
of this kind, (th not perhaps ſo very proſs) are yet ſo very Es 
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Io the Reader. „

Plea for. And indeed the Clamours which have been raiſed againſt 
1 #tr, have been chiefly owing to the indiſcretion of the Authors of the _ 
| New Verſion, who unncceſſarily altered too much. For ever ſince _ 
that time, many of the People have took the Common-Prayer- 
3 Book-Jranſtation to be only a piece of old Popiſh Trumpery, which 
even the Members of our own Church could not juſtify, by their mar- 
Ing ſuch a world of Emendations in it: Efteeming that only tobe 
3 the pure Nord of God which came out of the Mint of the laſt Tran- 
$ tors. So much for the Vindication of the old Tranſlation, 
Aud now Tbepp leave to add a Mord or two, of the Reaſons which in- 
= duced me to the Publiſhing ths Paraphraſe upon it. And firſt I thought 
= Tt would conduce to the removal of the Prejudices which have been talen 
up againſt this Verſion, when it ſhould be ſeen by the Paraphraſe, -

it be asd what I have done particular in this Paraphraſe? 1 
anſwer, I have commented upon the Hebrew Text, comparing ir 
with all the antient and moſt modern Interpreters and Annotators, and _ 
given the Senſe of the Pſalmiſt as nigh as I could penetrate into it, 
eſpecially ſo as not to be contrary to our Verſion, which I always have not 
hbuad regard to neither, when any miſtake was manifeſt. I have endea- 
vour d to ſbew as much of the Beauties of the Poetry as could be 
expreſſed in modern Languape, and to ſet out as much of the Gran- 
dure of the Aſiatick Metaphor, as our Weſtern way of ſpeaking will 


bear: Keeping always to ſuch a plainneſs of Language, as may 
be underſtood by ordinary Readers. I have compared our Old Tran- 


ation with the Hebrew Jext, and mark'd the Words which are 
put in for Explication, ſo that every one may ſee that we have as 
much Scripture here as other Tranſlations pretend to; and ſome People 
nie d not be ſo terribly afraid, as they are taught to be, of reading 
I know not what for the Word of God. I have compared the Text 
with two Elitionsof Coverdale's Bible, the firſt of his own, the © 
ſecond of Cranmer's Edition. And have rectiſied two or three 7 
Faults which were ſomething groſs 3 letting the reſt alone, either al-

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(a) Pſalms of David.] They are called the Pſalms of David, not becauſe they = 
were all compoſed by him, but becauſe moſt of them were, they receiving their _ 
Denomination from the greater part. Some were wrote before David's time, 
zs the XC Pſalm, by Moſes : Some after the Captivity, as CXXVI, CXXXVII. 


(b) Great Bible,} This was called the Great Bible, becauſe it was printed in 


a very bulky Volume, and publiſhed by Authority in Henry VIPs time, being 


afterwards reviſed under Edward VI. The firſt Eſſay ot tranſlating the Bible 


* into Engliſh, was made by William Tyndal a good Scholar, and one of the firſt 
'* Proteltants of Note in Henry the VIIIch's Reign, He tranſlated the New Teſta- 
ment into Engliſh about the Year 1527. And after that the five Books of Moſes 3 
* writing Prefaces before each Book, wherein the Popiſh Tenets were expoſed 
> with no little Sharpneſs. This enraged the Popith Clergy againſt him, that 
there was no longer ſtaying for him in England; and therefore he was reſolved 
* to finiſh his Work beyond Sea; and being aſſiſted by Miles Coverdale, who 
compared Tynda'”s Tranſlations with the Hebrew, they with joyat Labours 
7 Kfinithed the rt Tranſlation of the whole Bible printed at Hamborough 1332. 
But before the Book was publiſhed, Tyndal was apprehended in Flanders upon 
aan Accuſation of Hereſie, and therefore was aſcribed to the feigned Name of - _ 
Thomas Matthews, Hence th:s Edition got the Name of Matthews his Bible. 
There being ſome Marginal Marks in this Bible, which referred to ſome Notes 
_ afterwards to be publiſhed, upon ſuch places as made againſt Popiſh Errors, 
made many of the Clergy take great Exceptions againſt this Bible likewiſe, , 


There was another Tranſlation, or at leaſt a Reviſion of the Bible, in Queen 4
